To  the  inhabitants  of  Center  Harbor,  quahfied  to  vote 
in  town  affairs : 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  House 
in  said  town,  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  March  next,  at 
ten  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  follow- 
ing subjects : 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers. 

2.  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  for  current  expenses . 

3.  To  see  how  much  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  for 
repair  of  highways  and  bridges. 

4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  apply  for  State 
Aid  for  construction  of  roads,  and  raise  money  for  the 
same . 

5  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  selectmen 
to  hire  money  for  town  purposes  in  anticipation  of 
taxes . 

6.  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  vote 
to  raise  to  defray  the  expenses  of  Memorial  Day . 

7.  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  to  defray  the  expenses  of  electric  lights  in  Center 
Harbor  Village. 

8  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  to  be  applied  on  the  town  debt.

9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of 
fifteen  hundred  dollars  for  care,  equipment  and  fuel 
for  Fire  Station . 

10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  money  for 
aid  to  the  Laconia  Hospital. 

11.  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  for  welfare  work. 

12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  $36.00 
(thirty-six  dollars)  to  aid  in  defraying  expenses  of  the 
Re-employment  Bureau  at  Laconia. 

13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  choose  an  agent  or  agents 
to  care  for  the  fountain  at  Center  Harbor  Village. 

14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  choose  an  agent  or  agents 
to  care  for  cemeteries  throughout  the  town . 

15.  To  see  if  the  town  will  choose  a  committee  to 
take  charge  of  wharf  and  make  regulations  for  the 
same. 

16.  To  see  whether  beer  or  other  lawful  alcholic 
beverages  shall  be  manufactured  or  sold  locally  as  per- 
mitted under  the  act  in  the  Laws  of  1933. 

17.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  money  to 
hire  a  District  Nurse,  and  if  so,  how  much . 

18.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  money  or 
authorize  the  Selectmen  to  hire  money  to  complete  any 
work  around  the  wharf  or  grounds  that  may  be  started 
by  a  C .  W .  A .  Federal  Project .

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  HEALTH  WORK 


To  the  Townspeople,  School  Board,  and  Superintendent 
of  Schools : 

Once  again  it  is  a  pleasure  to  report  on  progress 
made  with  school  health  problems.  Another  dental  clin- 
ic was  held  in  Center  Harbor  and  thirty-three  children 
had  all  necessary  dental  work  done.  There  were  only 
nine  children  in  town  who  needed  dental  work  and  who 
did  not  have  it  done.  This  was  because  there  were  no 
permissions  from  parents,  necessary  before  anything 
can  be  done  for  any  child.  The  dental  work  was  sponser- 
ed  by  the  Center  Harbor  Red  Cross  and  was  free  to 
anyone  unable  to  pay  the  low  rate  charged.  We  were 
unusually  fortunate  this  year  in  obtaining  the  services 
of  a  very  skillful  dentist,  Dr.  Roger  Morrison,  of  Farm- 
ington.  It  is  very  necessary  that  dental  corrections  be 
followed  up  year  after  year  to  be  valuable.  The  dentist 
plans  a  very  careful  program  for  each  individual  child. 
All  of  the  necessary  work  cannot  be  done  for  a  child  at 
once,  where  there  is  an  unusual  amount  of  work  to  be 
done,  and  only  a  systematic  program  of  treatment  will 
bring  good  results.  Record  cards  for  each  child  have 
been  made  and  the  proposed  work  for  the  next  clinic 
are  noted  thereon  as  well  as  the  work  already  done. 

A  Toxoid  Clinic  was  put  on  again  this  year.  Due  to 
a  mixup  of  dates,  several  were  disappointed  in  getting 
the  treatment.  Most  of  the  Center  Harbor  children  are 
now  safe  from  diphtheria  for  life! 

There  are  still  about  fifteen  cases  of  diseased  tonsils 
to  receive  attention.  We  are  hoping  to  get  some  of  these 
done  in  the  Spring.  Clinic  rates  may  be  had  at  the  Lac- 
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onia  Hospital  and  very  satisfactory  work  is  being  done 
there  when  the  children  are  taken  in  small  groups. 

Thru  the  Federal  and  State  Emergency  Relief  Act, 
thirty-nine  children  in  Center  Harbor  are  enjoying 
milk  served  in  school.  This  is  to  help  keep  the  children 
well  during  this  hard  period.  Cod  Liver  Oil  is  also  be- 
ing given  to  those  who  need  a  tonic  and  builder  this 
winter.  About  eighteen  bottles  have  been  given  out 
for  school  children  and  babies.  All  agencies  are  united 
in  an  endeavor  to  keep  the  health  of  our  children  as 
robust  as  possible.
